NIGHT COURT SESSION HELD. 


Abel A. Bach and Nathaniel Hudson were 
ousted from the board of election cammis- 
sioners by County Judge Owens last night, 


and possession of the affice wes taken,imme- 
diately by the new commissioners, appointed 
on the heels of the dismissal of the two old 
Repubiican members. | 

Anthony Czarnecki, manager of the ur- 
ings department of the La Salle Street Trust 
and Savings bank, controljed by Senator Wil- 
‘liom Lorimer, was appointed to succeed Mr. 
Hudson. Dr. Howerd 8. Taylor, former city 
prosecuting attorney and conspicuous in the 
councils of the Hearst Independence league, 
was named as Commissioner Bach's success- 
or. Charles H. Kellermann, nt of the 
United, Societies for Local ~Government, 
hed been appointed as the successor of for- 
mer Commissioner Thomas F. Jude as the 
first official act of Judge Owens last Monday. 


Action at Night Session. 

The new commiasion swept down to the 
offices of the board in the Rand-McNally 
bullding the instant that the words of offi- 
clal dismissal had come from the lips of 
Judge Owens, sitting in apecial night ges- 
sion. Chief Clerk John C. Cannon of the 
old board, who was in the custody of bailiffs 
of Judge Owens’ court, wae directed to keep 
the offices open until further orders.

FROM MRS. SHONTS

FANCIED IT UNNECESSARY 


New York, Dec. 7.—[Special. )—Mrea Theo- 
dore P. Shonts, formerly of cage, wife of 
the president of the Interborou - Metropol- 
itan company, arrived today by the crippled 
North German Lloyd liner Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse and got into trouble for the second 
time in the last several years with the cus- 
toms people. 

Mrs, Shonts had been visiting, her daughter, 
the Duchess de Chaulnes, and her little 
grandson. She was met at the pier by her 
husband Apparently she had not paid much 
attention to the form of declaration, printed 
in black, for returning residents. of the 
United States, which told her that she must 
“declare all wearing apparel, jewelry, and 
other articles, whether used or unused, on 
their persona, in their clothing, or in their 
baggage, which have deen obtained abroad 
by purchase or otherwise, with the foreign 
coat or value of the same : 

Finds Jewelry Worth $15,000, 

She had in one of her many trunks a jewel 
case containing what Deputy Surveyor John 
J. Racskiewicz estimated to be jewelry valued 
abroad at about $15,000. She had made no 
mention of it in her declaration; also she 
made no effort to conceal it. 

Inspector Knapp, who discovered it in the 
trunk, immediately took it to Mr. Raczkie- 
wics. He questioned Mrs. Sh 
she had no intention o? cheating the govern- 
ment, Among the jewelry was one pear! 
necklace, one diamond necklace, and a dia- 
mond pendant, all of which Mrs. Shonts said 
she hed obtained from @ jeweler in Paris. 
She said she supposed the stuff was not 
dutiable because she had exchanged for it 
other jewelry that had paid duty here when 
originally tmported. or had been manufac- 
tured here.

According to this count the Kkaiser’ecapital 
has only 2,180,000 inhabitants, compared with 
Chicago’s 2,185,283. The local figures for the 
present are only preliminary, but are more 
likely to be reduced than increased when 
finally and definitely‘ confirmed. 

Chicago Has 5,000 Lead. 

Chicago, therefore, has a gate lead of over 
5,000 over ita nearest rival,

Can Is Factor in Infection. 

“A certain percentage of disease is di- 
rectly traceable to certified milk, From our 
checks we find that the can is a factor in 
typhoid fever, Scarlet fever, and diphtheria. 

“Now I will tell you why you should use 
the tuberculin. test. In Chicago it is 90 per 
cent accurate. If a herd has tuberculosis 
the affected cows should be marked and 
watched. Their milk should be pasteurized 
and hogs should not be permitted to follow 
them. 

“ Certified milk may be an excellent thing 
but the people do not use it. Those who ad- 
vocate it have not succeeded in getting one- 
third of 1 per cent of the people to use it. 
Other cities in other localities have used cer- 
tified milk longer than we have with no bet- 
ter results. To talk about expensive boule- 
vard milk when you have to have milk for 
back alley chi'dren does Nttle good.“ 


Says Lactic Acid Is Destroyed. 

Dr W. J. van Derslice said: Commercial 
pasteurization destroys the lactic acid, which 
is the milk‘’s sole protection against those 
germs which it is sought to escape. "

The president 
sent invitations to the two officials, saying 
that he was deeply interested in the gover- 
nor's views on waterway development, and 
wished to discuss thém with bim perso- 
ally. For the time being, at least, Sena 
tor Lorimer and hie waterway scheme seem 
to be In the background.

Taft Gives Address of Welcome. 

President Taft delivered the welcoming ad- 
dress at the seventh annual gathering of the 
rivers and harbors congress. He said the 
importance of river nevigation had decreased 
of late years with the development of rail- 
road fecilities. The problem that now con- 
tromteck his hearers, he declared, was the 
union and codperation of rallroads andrivers. 
The terminal difficulties of river transporta- 
tion must be overcome. the president seid, be- 
fore this problem could be solved. He de- 
clared that, while much in this line had been 
accomplished. in Europe, they had not 
reached the solution that would prove satis- 
factory to us, and he believed that American 
ingenuity would find a complete solution for 
the difficulties presented. 
A recapitulation of the harbor end river 
improvement work accomplished and under 
consideration in Mexico wae presented in the 
address of Sefior De La Barra, the Mexican 
ambassador, who followed President Taft. 

Regular annual appropriations for carry- 
ing on the work of waterway improvements 
throughout the United States were advocated 
by Joseph E. Ranedell, president of the 
rivers and harbors congress, in his opening 
address.
